lections of names coupled with the trade in 
those days. ‘‘Father Time” has made the 
list very incomplete. There were Ayres, 
Priestly, Butler and Sheffield, ail of whom 
have left ‘‘monuments” to their memory in 
their doings toward the advancement of paper 
interests. Gaunt was a Scotchman, born at 
the Bridge of Allan; his father was a mu- 
sician of no little renown, following music as 
a business. Gaunt, Jr., influenced by asso- 
ciations, was bound out to serve ‘‘ his time” 
in McCrorey's mill in his native town. He 
emigrated to America in 1830. Derrickson 
was born in Pennsylvania, and was brought 
up in the paper business. 

With this brief mention of a few, I will 
pass on, regretting that this paper will not 
admit of longer discussion of these pioneers. 

The process of A. C. Mellier for converting 
straw into pulp, as well as the discovery of 
Hugh Burgess for converting wood (poplar) into 
paper by boiling and submitting it under pres- 
sure to the action of soda, became the pro- 
perty of a company styled the American Wood 
Paper Company, which sold rights to manufac- 
turers, and several mills were started from that 
date. Among them were principally the Man- 
chester Paper Company's mill, at Manchester 
Bridge, near Poughkeepsie, N. Y., where straw 
was worked into the perfection of news paper, 
supplying the New York //era/d with large 
quantities for years. Success was also made 
of card middlings, as well as book of a fine 
quality, the late Frank Leslie placing large 
orders with the company, because of the 
superior paper required by him. The presi- 
dent of this company was John Priestly, and 
another member of the company, Thos. C. 
Bradbury, superintended the working of the 
mill, he being a practical paper maker in 
every sense of the word. The amount of 
straw used by this firm averaged as high as 
go per cent, 

Another company was formed, called the 
Shawangunk Paper Company, whose mill was 
situated in the village of Shawangunk, a few 
miles from the city of Newburg. It also 
made a success of the process and is still run- 
ning on the same fibre. In the starting of 
these mills the turnout was one ton per 
day, but in 1870 they had, with one machine 
each, increased the amount to four tons in 
twenty-four hours. In the first marketing of 
this paper it brought twelve cents and it 
afterward advanced to thirty-two cents dur- 
ing the demand and scarcity attendant on 
the war period, sinking in 1878 to six cents 
per pound, 

Soon after the American Wood Paper Com- 
pany put Mellier’s process on the market, L. C. 
Woodruff formed the Woodruff Paper Com- 
pany, at Dansville, N. Y. This company 
manufactured news and “ straw pulp” for 
narket, producing an article that found ready 

ile, this being the only mill which manufac- 
ured it for sale as a pulp in the State and

N. J., patented an improvement for grinding 
pulp under hydraulic pressure. It was a suc- 
cessful departure, and proved of great benefit 
to straw paper manufacturers, as the engine 
‘*brushed” out the knots in the pulp, thus 
saving extra time in the beating engine 


proper. It is equally practical in saving time 


| on rag stuff, and is on the whole a valuable 


addition even to the improved ‘‘ engine plant” 
of the modern mill. In 1859 Palser & How- 
land, of Fort Edward, N. Y., introduced an 
improvement into methods of preparing straw, 
consisting of boiling under pressure of 110 to 
140 lbs. in, solution of caustic alkali of a 
strength of 3%° and 33° R. 

In 1860 the mills in the United States, ac- 
cording to the census of that year, numbered 
555, employing a capital of $14,000,0co and 
having a total annual product of $21,000,000, 
giving employment to 11,000 persons. Statis- 
tics prepared the same year showed that our 
annual consumption of paper was in excess of 
that of Great Britain and France combined. 

Jordan and Kenney’s improvement for grind- 
ing paper pulp, consisting of a conical grinder 
placed in an outer shell with pipes for the in- 
troduction and ejection of pulp, was put on 
the market and became a favorite for a great 
many mills| The times and prices made any- 
thing that would tend to lessen the time of 
preparation of pulp (and thereby lower the 
cost) a success. Now, while thisand the Kings- 
land engine did much to help out the system 
of beating the stock, there is still room for 
plenty of improvement in that department. 

The ‘‘Old Hollander,” invented in 1750, 
seems likely to stand the attacks of invention 
as long as did the crude and ineffectual stamp- 
ing-machine (of which it would take 5,000 to 
keep one of our smallest modern machines 
going) of the ancients.

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Pulp Digester for Paper-Making. 





Considerable difficulty has been experi- 
enced in keeping the lead in its relative po- 
sition to the casing of iron or steel when a 
digester is submitted to high temperatures. 
The repeated action of heat causes it to con- 
tinually increase in area, and thus to gradu- 
ally accumulate into ridges and creases, which 
become brittle and break, necessitating the 
relining of the digester. 


In this digester, in order to render the lead 
lining durable by securing it to the casing of 
the boiler or vessel in such a manner that the 
creeping or sliding effect of the soft metal or 
lead lining is localized into small portions, 
the sheets all around where they butt against 
each other are beveled off, and are riveted to 
the outside covering-plates at an angle of 
about forty-five degrees (more or less) toward 
the outside of the shell, and insjead of being 
butted together they are left apart to an 
amount about double the thickness of the 
plate of which the outside shell is composed. 
This is done on all seams, both longitudinally 
and circumferential, leaving in this manner 
between all the sheets a space with the 
shape of what is called a ‘‘ dovetail.” The 
boiler finished in this manner by the 
boiler-maker is then treated as follows: 
It is placed in a horizontal position and 
the dovetail spaces are covered with common 
soldering solution, chloride of zine or chloride 
of zinc ammonium ; or the spaces are tinned. 
The spaces are then heated either by fire on 
the outside or the blow-pipe on the inside till 
they are so hot that, touched with a lead 
stick, the latter will melt. .Melted hard lead 
being now cast into the prepared spaces, on 
cooling slowly is found to be soldered to the 
iron or steel of the sheets. The rivets of the 
joints are well protected by the soldering. 
The lead is scraped or filed off level with the 
inside of the plates of the digester, and to this 
hard lead the lead or soft-metal plate forming 
the lining, cut in sheets a little larger than the 
hard-metal plates, is fastened by soldering, 
and the spaces left between the several sheets 
are flowed full with lead solder. 
ner the whole of the inside of the 
lined, and, if found necessary, the lead plate 
may be fastened to the hard-metal shell by 
additional hard-lead rivets suitably spaced 


apart.

In opening this discussion I now see 


one important feature inadvertently over- 


looked, namely, that the people interested in, 


a new process wish to learn from the begin- 
ning, and do not wish to make haste too rap- 
idly, for the majority whom I have the pleas- 
ure to meet and hear from invariably ask for 
information regarding the technicalities of the 
preliminaries rather than the details at the 
wind-up. This is as it should be, for all of 
the knowledge obtainable to prove how we 
fail of success, does not ameliorate the effects 
of the failure, neither does it place one in 
position to avoid subsequent failure when ap- 
pliances and accessories have resulted in fail- 
ures or partial successes. We should, then, 
make the failures at the outset, before much 
money has been spent ; but, of course, if all 
things are perfectly understood, both practical 
and theoretical, failure cannot be found in the 
bisulphide’s vocabulary. 

Hastening backward it is found that this sul- 
phur question is the centre and circumference 
of the entire process, around which radiates 
each and every principle involved. Sulphur 
possesses certain well-defined essential and 
distinguishing characteristics, all of which 
must be recognized, and provision made for 
their care and disposal at the origin, else they 
will not chemically unite in proper propor- 
tions with substances with which they are 
brought in contact ; hence will be made im- 
potent, or with powers deteriorated or paral- 
ized, when naught but failure will or can by 
any known principle of chemical combinations 
or equivalents follow. 

The symbol by which sulphur is known is 
simply the isolated S, its combining weight 32, 
and a density of 32. It occurs abundantly in 
nature, both free and 
other elements, both basic and otherwise, but 


in combination with 


when pure, regardless of the source from which 
obtained, the foregoing represents its charac- 
teristics. In the neighborhood of extinct vol- 
canoes it is round in rich abundance. Ihave 
seen vast areas of it in a crude form in por- 
tions of Nebraska and Dakota, where it was 
distilled from the heat of an extinct volcano, 
the evidences of which are by no means rare 
in that vicinity. Viewed beneath the micro- 
scope, sulphur is found composed of crystals 
of the rhombic octahedral series. When found 
existing in combination with other substances, 
certain well-known compounds are the result, 
and are called sulphides, which constitute the 
common ones from which the metals are ob- 
tained, usually, the sulphur in these instances 
being considered extraneous matter, and gotten 
rid of in the easiest manner possible, but it has 
not been recovered as a commercial product 
from such sources in this country as yet. 

To illustrate this, take the sulphide of lead 
or galena PbS; that of zinc, ZnS, or Blende, 
CuS, copper sulphide, and so on to the end of 
the chapter, all or nearly all of which, being 
brought into requisition at some stage of the 
process under consideration, should be studied 
up and at least partially understood before un- 
dertaking any process where each or any 
sulphides may be considered factors. Found 
in nature, combined with metals and oxygen, 
there are formed certain salts called sulphates, 
in contradistinction to the sulphides alluded 
Of these I will mention, 
while passing along, calcium sulphate, or gyp-

sulphate or Glauber's salts, as occurring the 
most abundant, and being easily formed by 
sulphurous gases @n these metals when in 
proper condition, should also be thoroughly 
understood before attempting to combine the 
fumes with any substance, no matter whether 
magnesite, calcium, or what not, else instead

Again, often we meet sulphur in combina- 
tion with hydrogen, a familiar form of which 
is a gas ca'led sulphuretted hydrogen, which 
is rarely absent in mills now using sulphur in 
their processes. 

Subjected to certain 
very few substances that show as singular be- 
havior as sulphur. To obtain pure sulphur 


influences there are 
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the mineral containing the crude article, 
mixed with the impurities, usually earthy 
matter, is subjected to heat when the sulphur, 
eliminated as a gas, distils over and is con- 
densed in the form of the No. 1 of commerce. 
The process is very simple ; so much so, in 
fact, that many fail to estimate its impor- 
tance, or else we would not find pipes and 
cocks stopped and clogged in the mill. It 
should be borne in mind that the purifying of 
sulphur is merely condensing a vapor, and to 
condense these all that is necessary is to con- 
duct them into a cooler receptacle. Is it 
strange, then, that some, I may say all, con- 
cerns who are using this process, have failed 
to attain success, when the entire construc- 
tion of furnace, lead-pipes and tanks is favor- 
able to the distillation of sulphur and little 
technical attention is given to the temperature 
of these gases and fumes as they pass along, 
presumably to impregnate the substances and 
with them form solutions for disintegrating 
the fibre? One large mill visited lately made 
their brags that they used less sulphur 
by far than others, and much less than called 
for in the specifications; they are making a 
fair quality of pulp, not very cheap though, 
and strange as it may appear, though their 
solutions, analized fresh from the towers, 
show the required proportion of other min- 
eral, and a variable amount of sulphur, closer 
examinations show that a very small propor- 
tion of sulphur was really in combination, 
most of it being free, carried over perhaps by 
mechanical forces, while the greater propor- 
tiun “Of ‘sulphtr sublimed in the furnace was 
distilled and redistilled, finding lodgment in 
the crooks and elbows and every nook and 
corner when the temperature was lowered, 
and everything about the place seemed to have 
suddenly become part sulphur. Even the rings 
of the magnesite tower were composed of 
nearly as much sulphur as the other one. 
Referring again to an argument briefly 
hinted at many weeks ago in these columns, 
this practical demonstration appears to cor- 
roborate the theory therein presented, viz., 
that the importance of sulphur in this new

faint trace really in combination, considerable 
free, and anyone, without any pretensions to 
either a practical or theoretical knowledge of 
paper-making from wood, knows that free 
sulphur, either alone or in connection with 
other substances, without the agency of heat 
would make no impression on wood chips if 
left together for ages.

up and made to do the work required. 
bisulphide, of itself has only three forms, 
viz.: two crystalline and one amorphous. In 
the first the crystals are octahedrons, with a 
rhombic base, and all of the modifications of 
both varieties have a tendency to assume this 
form. It is formed when sulphur separates 
from the solutions containing it at common 
temperatures. The second crystalline form is 
that of brownish-yellow needles (how many of 
my readers have noticed these ?) belonging to 
the oblong prismatic system. 

I am very anxious at this stage of my inves- 
tigations to place these preliminaries within 
the reach of all; hence am particular about 
details. The people who have to foot the bills 
and withstand the chagrin of failure should 
investigate carefully before they embark. This 
process is yet a long way from perfect.

Manufacture of Fibre from Wood. 


In certain processes for treating wood 
for the production of fibre, the practice has 
been to use alkaline solutions of soda, com- 
bined in various proportions with certain 
acids—such, for instance, as sulphurous acid, 
hydrochloric acid, &c. These solutions have 
been heated in digesting-vessels, and the high 
temperature resulting from this process of 
heating developing a pressure of from six to 
seven atmospheres, the wood is disintegrated 
by the action of the boiling solution. The 
gum, resinous constituents, and other incrus- 
tating or cementing substances that cement 
the fibres together are decomposed, destroyed, 
or dissolved, while the pure cellulose, which 
constitutes the essential elements of the lig- 
neous fibres, is separated therefrom, To this 
end temperatures varying from 120° to 140° 
had to be employed, otherwise the disintegra- 
tion was found to be only partial, the wood 
remaining in a condition unfit for further 
treatment. The high temperature referred to, 
however, converts a large proportion of the 
resinous and gummy constituents of the wood 


into tar and pitch—that is to say, carbonace-_ 


ous bodies that penetrate into the fibre and 
render its bleaching difficult, laborious, and 
costly, while the frequent washing and lixivi- 
ation necessary to bleach such products seri- 
ously affect the strength of the fibre, its white- 
ness, and also materially reduce the percent- 
age of the product, in some instances as much 
as 18 per cent. These difficulties and detri- 
mental results necessarily enhance the cost of 
production very materially, while the fibre it- 
self suffers considerably in strength from the 
repeated action of the chloride of lime em- 
ployed in the process of bleaching. It will 
thus be seen that the difficulties are due chiefly 
to the carbonization of certain constituent parts 
of the fibres under temperatures exceeding 
100° Centigrade, such carbonized constituents 
being insoluble and incapable of being bleached 
and as they permeate the fibres cannot be re- 
moved entirely. To overcome these difficul- 
ties, it is therefore necessary to chemically 
treat the wood at a temperature sufficiently 
low to insure that in the solution and decom- 
position of the cementing substances of the 
fibres the carbon will remain chemically com- 
bined with other elements—such as the hydro- 
gen, oxygen, and nitrogen—in order to obtain 
an increased product of superior quality, and 
render the process more economical. 

To overcome these objections a process has 
been devised, which consists, essentially, in 
the use of sursaturated solutions of sulphurous 
acid—say from one hundred to one hundred 
and fifty grams of sulphurous acid to a litre of 
water—employed under a pressure of from 
three to six atmospheres, and at a temperature 
not exceeding 100° Centigrade. Under these 
conditions the cementing substances of the 
wood fibre are said to retain their chemical 
character without a trace of decomposition of 
a nature to show carbonization, while the 
liquor completely permeates the wood and dis- 
solves out all the cementing constituents that 
envelope the fibres. 

In practice the wood is cut into small blocks, 
as usual, and charged into a digesting ves- 
sel of such strength as will resist the neces- 
sary pressure, and of any desired or usual form 
and material—as, for instance, of copper lined 
with Water admitted to the 
vessel, and afterward the sulphurous acid from 


lead. is then 
a suitable receiver, in which it is stored in a 
liquid form, until the proportion of acid has 
reached that above indicated—namely, from 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty litres of 
acid to The 
volume of the bath will be determined by the 


one thousand litres of water. 
absorbing capacity of the wood, and is prefer- 
ably so regulated as not to materially exceed 
that capacity. 

In practice it is preferred to form a partial 
vacuum in the digesting-vessel, whereby the 
pores of the wood are opened, when it will be 
in a condition to more readily absorb the solu- 
tion, thereby accelerating the process of dis- 
integration. When disintegration has resulted, 
which generally occurs in from twelve to 
twenty-four hours, according to the nature of 
the wood treated, the liquor, which is usually 


not quite spent in one operation, is transferred

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to another digester, a sufficient quantity of 
water and acid being added to complete the 
change. 

In order to remove the liquor absorbed by 
the wood, the latter is compressed, the digester 
being connected with a gas-receiver, into 
which the free gas escapes, and in which it is 


collected for use again in the operation of dis- 
integration. The bath is heated and kept ata 
temperature of from 80° to go° Centigrade by 
means of a coil in the digester supplied with 
steam from a suitable generator. The wood, 
after disintegration, undergoes the usual treat- 
ment for converting it into paper pulp, which 
may thus be readily bleached by means of 
chloride of lime. 

The unaltered by-products contained in the 
bath may be recovered and treated for use in 
various branches of the arts by well-known 
methods and means.

Defective Boiler Appliances,

Defective water-yauges, it 
needless to say, 
but are worse 
than useless, for they not only invite danger, 


but force the element of danger upon the 


pendages to steam boilers, 


boiler-user. 


Water-gauges may be dangerously defective | 


from several causes. They may be defective 
in construction, they may be so connected 
that they do not indicate the true water-level, 
or they may become stopped up with scale or 
sediment, through lack of care, so that no re- 
liance can be placed upon their indications. 

Only recently a case came under notice 

where a water-column, with which was com- 
bined a patent low-water detector, was put 
up on a battery of boilers under the special 
direction of the agent of the apparatus. The 
pipe connections were so made that when the 
gauge-glass was filled to a certain height, 
which in this case happened to be about the 
proper height for the water to be carried, the 
water would stay there regardless of the quan- 
tity of water in the boiler. The error was dis- 
covered by the engineer in consequence of the 
water getting low in the boiler and setting the 
tubes leaking, while the gauge and low-water 

| detector (?) showed plenty of water in the 
boiler. 

All water-gauges are defective in construc- 
| tion which have such small and contracted 
water spaces that free circulation does not 
take place in them at all times when they are 
reasonably clean. Also when they are so con- 
structed that they cannot be thoroughly blown 


i 


| 


out at any time while the boiler is under 
steam. 

The stopping-up of the pipes and connéc- 
tions is, of course, mainly the fault of those 
in charge of the boilers, though it frequently 
is the case that the connections are so small 
and the construction such that with bad water 
it is almost impossible to keep a water-column 
clean. In locaiities where the water is very 
hard, or very muddy, nothing but the simplest 
apparatus should be allowe! on boilers for 
water-gauges, such, for instance, as plain 
gauge-cocks, and these should be very fre- 
quently opened to their full extent. Whena 
water-column is used in such places, the pipes 
connecting it with the boiler should not be 
less than 1% inch in diameter, and should 
be so put up that they can be scraped out with- 
out disconnecting them from the boiler. 

All these points can be provided for when 
putting up boilers, and the first expense is no 
greater than a makeshift arrangement, while 
the chances are that some time or other a 
serious accident, involving an expense of hun- 
dreds of dollars, would be averted by the use 
of proper apparatus.—Locomotive.

A NOVEL device for securing the lead 
lining to the interior of the iron shell of 
a pulp digester is described in this issue, | 
the purpose being to reduce the “creep- 
ing” action of the lining to a minimum. 
It is, of course, expected that the tem- | 
perature within the boiler will not at any 
time be high enough to disconnect the | 


lining, which is soldered to the shell; but | 
this may prove to be difficult to regulate. | 
As yet we have not had any reports of the 
operation of a digester constructed as sug- 
gested, and shall be interested to know | 
just how the lining is affected under or- 
dinary use. Presumably it justifies it- 
self, inasmuch as boilers of this kind are 
intended to be operated in connection 
with one of the bisulphite processes, in 
which we assume that the manufacturers 
have already tested its capabilities. 





ACCORDING to cable despatches received 
this week, Lord Salisbury has announced 
his intention to bring in a bill extending 
the British tariff and imposing duties on 
the products of countries which levy taxes 
on British manufactures. It 1s further 
announced that this measure will be made 
the crucial test upon which the existing 
ministry will go before the electors of the 
United Kingdom, rather than to submit to | 
defeat upon its Irish policy and be bereft 
of the support which it expects can be | 
secured by an appeal to patriotic sympa- 
thies, backed by the force of trade depres- 
sion to which foreign competition has so 
largely contributed. It isto be understood | 
that the present ministers do not ex- 
pect to carry a measure of this sort 
through parliament as at present con- 
stituted; but that they prefer to be 
beaten upon this issue and in dissolving 
parliament ‘appeal to the country,” 
with the hope that a new election will 
result in substantial advantages and an 
accession of strength which will give 
them votes enough in another parliament 
to defy the Irish nationalists and the 
liberals combined. The presentation of 
such a measure will mark a step in ad- 
vance of anything that has yet been at- 
tempted in thedirection of a protective 
or “fair trade” policy. Such a proposi- 
tion would not have been brought for- 
ward, much less suggested, a few years 
ago; but the idea has been growing of 
late, and will not, we think, cease devel- 
oping until an entire change in England's 
commercial policy is effected. Indeed, it 
is the best thing that can be done, free- 
traders to the contrary notwithstanding. 
It has become evident to many English 
manufacturers that they cannot prevent 
the destruction of their interests under 
existing conditions of production and 
competition, and it has been further 
shown that, in some things, even with the 
best appliances, they cannot manufacture 
as cheaply as their competitors on the 
Continent. It will not be at all surprising 
should we find that Great Britain, before 
the advent of the twentieth century, has 
resumed the principle of protecting her 
interests at home as valiantly as she has 
defended them abroad.

PAPER-STOCK IMPORTS. 

The total imports of rags and paper 
stock at the port of New York during the 
month ended December 31, as reported, 
were 24,476 bales, a decrease from the 
corresponding month of last year of 6,509 
bales, and an increase compared with 
December, 1883, of 4,447 bales. There was 
a decrease from last year in rags of 3,178 
bales. Manilla stocks show an increase of 
429 bales, and old papers an increase of 
855 bales. Wood pulp shows a decrease 
of 4,615 packages. The total figures in

“Here we are again!” The New Year

Some English paper makers have been 
presenting the facts relative to the repeal of 
the paper duty in 1860, as effected by Mr. 
Gladstone. They remark as follows: ‘‘ The 
paper duty before its repeal was levied on all 
home-made paper at the rate of 1%d. per 
pound, and on foreign-made papers, on com- 
ing into this country (England) the customs | 


This duty, discriminating against pa- 
pers not made in England, was retained some 
fifty years ago *‘under the special advice of 
that eminent free-trader, the Hon. James Wil- 
son,” as an equivalent for the export duties on 
rags charged by other governments. It wasa 
protective measure, all the same. 





In 1860 Mr. Gladstone made the repeal 
of the paper duties i” ‘oto a ‘‘ Cabinet ques- 
tion,” on which the governmeht, of which he 
was a part, threatened to resign in case of an 
adverse vote. 


Thus made a party question, the repeal 
of the duties was forced upon many Liberal 
members of Parliament who had agreed to 
favor the repeal of the tax on the domestic 
product but to oppose the entire remission of 
the customs duties, it being the desire of the 
English paper makers to retain a duty of 1d. 
per pound on imported paper. 


The total repeal of this import duty has 
been invidious to British paper-making inter- 
ests and in view of this the manufacturers 
who direct attention to Mr. Gladstone's action | 
of fifteen years ago called upon all of the | 
paper manufacturers and their employees to 
vote against Mr. Gladstone as a candidate for 
Midlothian. 


Now, I haven't the time, nor would I | 
be accorded the space, to present in full the 
statement from which I have drawn the fore- 
going points ; but considering all that has been 
said it seems to be evident that paper makers 
in the United Kingdom are numerously in | 
favor of a tariff on imports in the line of their 
products. 


The talk about “fair equivalent” for 
export duties on rags is all bosh, so far as the 
paper trade s now concerned. It doesn’t seem 
to me to be worth considering whether other 
countries put a duty on rags exported or not. 


Lord Salisbury, I see by the reports in 
the papers, is going to introduce a tariff bill in 
the English parliament. I hope that he will | 
secure ample protection for our paper-making 
cousins. 


Judge Butler, of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, has given a decision in an action 
brought by James Dorlan to restrain James 
Guie from infringing on the former's patent 
for water-proofing paper in the manufacture 
of wrappings. Dorlan’s process has been 
variously commented on at times in THE

The defendant Guie claimed that prior 
to Dorlan’s patent he had covered the same 
process by allowing the chloride of lime, in- 
troduced for bleaching purposes, to remain in 
the pulp, not washing it out, and this the 
judge held to be sustained by the evidence. 


The judge also held that the fact that | 


Guie had not washed out the chloride of lime, 
even if he had no knowledge as to its value 
as a sizing agent, was sufficient to enable him 
to maintain his defense. 


On this point the opinion runs in these 
words: ‘‘It is immaterial why he allowed 
the chloride of lime to remain in, if he did so. 
Whether he believed it to be beneficial or in- 
jurious to the sizing, or without effect either 
way in this respect, is of no consequence. If 
it was beneficial he got the benefit, and is en- 
titled to as much as may arise from a continu- 
ance of his method of manufacture, notwith- 


standing the plaintiff's patent.” 


“That he was unaware of the benefit, 
and that it was consequently accidental, argues 
nothing against his right to pursue his business 


as he had been accustomed to do in the past.” 


Which all means that if by inadver- | 


tence, laziness or by any other means a 
manufacturer once does a thing without 


knowledge that it can be useful in changing | 


or improving his product, the subsequent dis- 
covery of the principle by somebody else who 
turns it to practical account and develops it as 
a living idea, novel and patentable, does not 
preclude the first-mentioned—and probably 
anybody else—from going on and using the 
principle after he has been shown how it 


As several paper-stock men were in | 


conversation a few days ago, one remarked 
of an absent co-laborer that he was con- 
tinually breaking the market. 
chimed in another, ‘‘ he was away above the 
market a short time ago.” ‘‘Oh! yes,” came 
the answer, ‘‘ but he’s been to Holyoke since 
then.”

Doubts the “ Revolver.” 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

We have been reading a good deal in THE 
JourRNAL lately about revolving suction-boxes, 
and it would appear from some of your cor- 
respondents’ statements that revolving boxes 
are built by the Black and Clawson Company, 
Hamilton, Ohio. This may be the first step 
in the right direction, but it is pretty generally 
conceded that there is a wide difference be- 
tween working a suction-box on a felt and 
one on a wire, for the reason that a felt can 
be so arranged by placing a small roll on each 
side of the box that the felt will occupy one- 
half the circumference of the ‘‘ revolver,” 
while the remaining half can be taken up with 
water confined in a trough with stationary 
ends; but a box of this description, when 
applied to a Fourdrinier wire, will, it seems to 
me, be found to be useless. Still, there is no 
telling what time will do. The rapid improve- 
ments in paper making for the last fifty years 
are a strong guaranty for what may occur 
within the next fifty. We have only to wait 
and see, M.
